Four Ohio University professors are pleading with the CIA to Intervene 
before OU graduate Ray Ronald Hooker, kidnapped this month in Nicaragua, is 
killed. 


Hooker, 42, a 1967 graduate of Ohio University, was reported alive Friday in 
Costa Rica where he was being held by the Democratic Revolutionary Association, I 
said Hooker's sister Miriam, a press secretary for the Nicaraguan Embassy in 
Washington. 

She said a Nicaraguan diplomat told her Eden' Pastora, the leader of the 
CIA -backed rebel force is holding Hooker. 

' 'He knew that by becoming a candidate at this moment, it would be dangerous 
for his life," she said. 

She said Pastora is demanding, among other things, the release of fellow 
rebel Jose Robelo as the price for her brother's freedom. 

OU associate director of admissions and university examiner Jerry Reese said 
he called congressmen and talked with Hooker's friends last week. 1 

"We're asking our representatives to contact the CIA and Sens. Barry 
Goldwater and Patrick Hoynihan of the Committee on Intelligence and tell them, 

'Look, this man needs to be released.".' said Reese.

Four OU professors who toured Nicaragua last summer as part of a research 
seminar are asking Athens residents to write the president and other public 
officials and plead Hooker's case. 

The four claim Hooker was kidnapped by " CIA -sponsored 
counter-revolutionary forces." 

Hooker obtained a bachelor's degree in history and a master's degree in 
guidance and counseling from OU and moved back to his hometown of Bluefields, on 
the Atlantic coast of Nicaragua, where he was a history professor and Yice dean 
of humanities at the National Autonomous University of Nicaragua.

Dear Sir: 

The American Association of Jurists (AAJ) expresses grave concern 
over the recent kidnapping of Nicaraguan citizens Ray Hooker and 

Dslgado by U.S. backed and financed mercenary groups. This 
incident is part of the continuing campaign of terror and intimidation 
supported by your administration against the Nicaraguan people in 
clear violation of all norms and standards of international law. 

The AAJ, an organization of lawyers, judges and legal scholars 
from throughout North, South, Central America and the Caribbean dedicated 
to the defense of fundamental principles of international law, places 
direct responsibility on your administration for the safety and well- 
being of Ray Hooker and his companions. We demand that immediate 
steps be taken to secure the release of Hr. Hooker and other Nicaraguan ; 
citizens held by these bandit forces and that all forms of military 
and financial assistance to those groups be terminated. 

Furthermore, the U.S. government must cease and desist from the 
massive military maneuvers conducted off the coasts of Nicaragua which 
pose a grave threat to peace in the region. ° 

Under the internationally recognized principle of self-determination 
the people of Nicaragua are entitled to pursue their economic, political 
and social development without interference and in the manner they deem 
most appropriate. 

We urge the United States government to support the efforts of 
the Nicaraguan government to uring about meaningful social change for 
its people in the areas of health care, education, employment and 
bousing which are fundamental components of basic human rights.

SUBJECT: Response to Constituent Inquiry re Ray Hooker 


In response to your 19 September 1984 letter, let me provide the 
-following background on the Ray Hooker situation. Mr. Hooker is the " 
FSLN (Sandinista) candidate for the National Assembly from Zelaya 
Sur Province on Nicaragua's east coast. He and a FSLN official, 
Patricia Delgado, were captured on 5 September 1984 by Misurasata 
insurgents who ambushed the boat in which they were riding in the 
Laguna de Perlas area. 

The Misurasata is an east coast anti-Sandinista Indian „ 
organization headquartered in Costa Rica, headed by Brooklyn Rivera, 
and coming under the overall command of Eden Pastora. On 
14 September Pastora, Rivera and other leaders of Pastora’s 
organization announced that Hooker, Delgado and other persons were 
captured by a Misurasata unit. The communique said that within the 
next 48 hours Pastora ' s group would announce the terms for the 
release of the prisoners. It further said that they were being 
treated according to internationally recognized humanitarian 
standards. No further word was heard regarding the condition of 
Hooker and Delgado. 

The Agency provides no funding to the insurgent groups and has 
no control over their activities or leaders. Hence, it has little 
or no capability to affect the Hooker situation other than emphasize 
to the insurgents the negative image such actions carry with them.

SUBJECT: Further Request for Information on Ray Hooker 


1. As you know, Thomas Blau, Senator Moynihan's designee 
to the Senate Select Committee on Intelligence, previously 
asked for what the Agency knew regarding the kidnapping of Ray 
Hooker. Your response has been made available to him. 

2. Last evening Mr. Blau said that several members of 
Congress, including Senator Moynihan, are the recipients of an 
organized letter writing and telegram campaign. There is an 
interest in Hooker's background, etc., so an attempt can be 
made to understand who might be behind the campaign. 

3. OCR has been queried and there is no record of Ray 
Hooker. They do have a record of a Meriam Eleanor Hooker, who 
was as of 1983 the second secretary at the Nicaraguan Embassy 
here and a record of a Wyman Hooker, who was as of 1983 the 
first secretary at the Nicaraguan Embassy here. 

4. Any information you might have on Hooker would be 
appreciated.

SUBJECT: Response to SSCI Staffer Tom Blau's Query re Alleged 
Kidnapping. 


Question: Mr. Thomas Blau, SSCI Staff Designee for Senator 
Moynihan, has requested any information known by the Agency on the 
contra kidnapping of Mr. Ray Hooker or anyone else. The request 
resulted from a 10 September New York Times article entitled 
"Anti-Sandinistas Said to Kidnap 2". 


Response: At this time, the only information available to the 
Agency concerning the alleged kidnapping of Ray Hooker is contained 
in a State Department cable of 10 September 1984 which contains the 
following statements: 

"On September 8, the Nicaraguan press reported on various 
kidnappings by contra groups in different parts of Nicaragua. 
FSLN candidate for South Zelaya Ray Hooker, FSLN Zonal Secretary 
Patrica Delgado, and a driver, were kidnapped September 5 by a 
group of 80 contras while they were campaigning. Troops of the 
Interior Ministry who found the boat they had been in when last 
seen were themselves- attacked, but without losses. The Defense 
Ministry reported that seven people were Icidnapped September 6 
from La Laguneta, four kilometers northeast of Yali in Jinotega 
Department, and taken in the direction of Quebrada Arriba. The 
report said that the seven were kidnapped by members of the 
"Diriangen" command. The report also mentioned that a total of 
23 contras had been killed by the EPS in combat near La Cruz Del 
Rio Grande in Central Zelaya and two others died near the Rio 
Blanco in Central Nicaragua."
